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VBT board approves up to $458,294 to fix Haggerty

Repaving and widening to three lanes 
of Haggerty Road between Ecorse and Van 
Born may be placed on Wayne County’s 
list of projects for next year, following a 
5-1 vote of the Van Buren Township Board 
of Trustees at its April 5 meeting. 

The board approved committing funds 
of up to $458,294, which is 8% of the 
total estimate of the $5,728,673.63 county 
project. Trustee Kevin Martin voted 
no, stating the township should not pay 
anything for the road project which is the 
county’s responsibility. 

At its March 15 meeting, three trustees 
voted against the proposal, which at that 
time would have cost 10% of the project, 
some $572,867. The vote was 3-3 and so 
failed. Trustee Sherry Frazier was absent. 

Supervisor Kevin McNamara came back 
with a new, lower proposal for the April 
5 meeting. This time, Trustee Frazier was 
present, but Clerk Leon Wright was absent. 

The board discussed the proposal for 
about 20 minutes during the work/study 
session before the regular meeting. 

Besides widening Haggerty to three 
lanes between Ecorse and Van Born, a 
traffic light will be installed at the half- 
mile point between the two roads, and the 
intersections at the north and south ends 
will be widened to five lanes. 

Estimated costs based on the plans are: 

e Construction cost - $4,774,639.32; 

e Design engineering - $237,838.41; 

e Construction engineering (15%) - 
$716,195.90; and 

e Total project cost - $5,728 673.63. 

Wayne County was scheduled pay $4.3 
million and Ashley Capital, which has 
huge developments in that area, is adding 
$1.4 million to hit the $5.7 million total 

Dan Power, director of building and 
planning, said the project will synchronize 
with the water department’s construction 
to change the 12” cement sewer to a 
16” ductile iron main to service the 
businesses in the area. Doing the projects 
simultaneously will save the township 
money because that project will be bid out 
with the road project. 

Director Power presented information 
on Canton Township’s longtime sharing 
of costs with the county for roadwork. 
He also presented information from Lyon 
Township and White Lake Township in 
Oakland County. 

Supervisor McNamara got a list of 100 
roads set for Wayne County work over the 
next two years and Haggerty isn’t on the 
list. Actually, only the worst ten will get 
the money from that list. He said someone 
found Haggerty on a county list and it was 
number 82. 


Supervisor McNamara said the reason 
Canton had to put money into its roads was 
because it had so many people. 

Trustee Reggie Miller, who had voted 
against the project on March 15, asked 
where the money would come from for this 
and what improvement are a part of this 
new agreement. 

Treasurer Sharry Budd responded: “Two 
percent. That’s a lot.” 

Supervisor McNamara said a lot will be 
saved by bidding the roadwork and sewer 
work together and ductile iron is expensive. 

He said the money will come from 
wherever the board tells him to get it, but he 
is recommending the landfill fund. He said 
the landfill is having another record year 
and money is coming in over estimated 
numbers. 

“We’re not giving the people’s taxes 
away,” McNamara said. 

Trustee Martin said the income from the 
tipping fees is not extra money. He said it’s 
wrong to use the township’s money on what 
isn’t Van Buren Township’s responsibility. 

McNamara said there are only two entries 
to the township from the north. 

Trustee Miller asked McNamara if he 
had talked to any of the businesses along 
Haggerty who would benefit from the 
road upgrade. At the last meeting, board 
members suggested they might like to help 
with the cost, if asked. 

“Yes,” McNamara said in reply. “I won’t 
tell you what they said.” 

He said after the vote to approve, the 
township would be locked into the deal. 
He said they have to have paperwork in to 
the county by noon the next day. He said 
the deal is not completely vetted by Wayne 
County. They didn’t want to spend time on 
it if the township wasn’t committed. 

“Haggerty Road needs to be paved and I 
don’t think the township should pay for it,” 
Trustee Miller said. 

“Tm not yelling ‘yea’ over this,” 
McNamara said. “It’s something that needs 
to be done.” 

Director Power reported a comment from 
Steven Darke on the Zoom link that said he 
supports the township supporting Haggerty 
Road and he added that they could help 
with the paving of Morton Taylor Road, as 
well. 

When the Haggerty Road item came up 
at the end of the regular meeting, Director 
Power referred to Haggerty as an “almost 
hazardous, two-lane road that is the 
gateway to the township.” 

McNamara said there are two entryways 
from the north and if it isn’t widened now it 
will probably have to wait until 2028 when 
it’s on the program for reconstruction. 

He said people are coming to Van Buren 
Township because Canton is getting too 


many people. 

“Haggerty Road is an atrocity,” Trustee 
Martin said, adding he doesn’t think the 
township should pay for it. He said in the 
past when people come to the township to 
complain about a road, they have been told 
the township couldn’t do anything about it 
because it was a country road and it’s the 
county’s responsibility. 

He said the township will be using the 
tipping fees to cover the project. He said 
the landfill furnishes 25% of the township’s 
revenue. He said the Community Center 
project is $16 million and the township 
will have to bond for that. 

“I’m not a steward of Canton’s money,” 
Martin said. “Canton can do whatever they 
want.” He noted on that evening’s agenda 
was an increase in engineering fees. 

“Tm in favor,” said Trustee Frazier. “It’s 
a necessity. We have to get it done as soon 
as possible.” 

The roll-call vote was taken with Martin’s 
no vote. 

In other business at the 54-minute regular 
meeting the board: 

e Approved adjusting the planning 
commission meeting time from 7:30 p.m. 
to 5:30 p.m. on the second and fourth 
Wednesdays of each month, as requested 
by the commission; 

e Approved a change to the Neumann/ 
Smith Architecture contract fee for the 
Community Center design that was 7.8% 
and was renegotiated to 6.15% (and brings 
them an additional $190,747 because the 
project was enlarged). Also, the Plane 
Moran Cresa agreement term was extended 
from March 31,2023 to conclude on Nov. 
30, 2023, and the fee of $10,000 per month 
was increased to $14,000 per month due to 
increased project scope from the original 
agreement. The Community Center has 
a project budget of $16 million and is 
expected to be complete in December 
2023. The budget has a 17% contingency 
instead of the usual 10% because of the 
building supply climate; 

e Approved the second reading and final 
adoption of the amendment to the sidewalk 
ordinance. Township engineers will be 
out to mark parts of sidewalks that need 
replacing in Haggerty subdivision and then 
there will be a meeting with homeowners 
to plan replacements. Homeowners will 
pay for the work and can take up to five 
years. A future policy change may reduce 
that to three years; 

e Approved the 5% increase in hourly 
rates for the township’s engineering 
contractor, Fishbeck, Thompson, Carr and 
Huber, Inc. This is the third rate increase 
since the township began working with 
them in 2017; 

e Unanimously approved the selection 


of Pioneer Landscaping and Lawn 
Maintenance for the 2022-24 lawnmowing 
maintenance services for $434,400. The 
low bidder was Brantley Development 
at $376,445 and Stanley Brantley, who 
lives in Van Buren Township, spoke at 
length at the end of the work/study session 
explaining why he felt he should have 
been granted the contract. The discussion 
showed the problem was on both his side 
and the township’s side with the way the 
on-line bidding was presented and handled. 
He was the only one of the six bids that was 
on-line and he did not attend the mandatory 
pre-bid meeting because he didn’t know 
about it. McNamara said they could rebid, 
but board members said it was too late 
in the season for that and changes would 
be made before other bidding. Brantley 
was a township planner for 15 years and 
started his own business 15 years ago. He 
had recommendations from MDOT, City 
of Dearborn, and City of Rochester Hills. 
Board members encouraged him to apply 
again in the future; 

e Awarded the contract for paving 
repairs in the Walden Woods, Robinson 
River, Andover Farms, and Charter Club 
subdivision to GV Cement and approved 
construction engineering services at the 
recommendation of the township engineer. 
The total estimated cost for cement and 
engineering is $527,441.40. The township 
is participating in Wayne County’s 
Local Road initiative program and will 
reimburse up to $375,000 or 80% of the 
cost. The homeowners’ association have 
agreed to contribute $152,441.80 (28.9% 
of the total costs) and Wayne County will 
reimburse the township for the remaining 
$375,000. Trustee Martin abstained from 
the vote because he lives in Charter Club 
subdivision; 

e Approved the special land use request of 
Applebee’s restaurant at 10526 Belleville 
Rd. for a 11’x14’ “To Go” booth for online 
and pickup orders, as recommended by the 
planning commission; 

e Approved a personal services agreement 
for Donae’ Hubbard as the new Election 
Specialist. She was hired in July 2019 as a 
temp and then hired full time and served as 
Interim Election Specialist; and 

e Heard McNamara announce that 
southbound Haggerty was closed between 
Tyler Road and the I-94 North Service 
Drive as of April 4 as Wayne County 
completes the roadwork it started last year.

More school 


resource officers? 


Belleville Police Sgt. Kris Faull is the only 
school resource officer assigned to the Van 
Buren Public Schools. She was present at 
the recent incident where a student brought a 
gun to Belleville High School. She searched 
and found the gun where the student hid it 
in a neighbor’s yard off the school grounds. 

She is the one who is called when things go 
wrong at the middle school and other school 
locations. Is it time for the community to 
demand more school resource officers to 
protect their students? 

The Van Buren Public Schools reimburses 
the city $40,000 every year for its school 
resource officer, which is less than half the 
officer’s cost to the city. There used to be 
two school resource officers, with one from 
Van Buren Township PD. Then, the need for 
school resource officers was reevaluated by 
Supt. Van Tassell. 

At Monday’s three-hour budget workshop, 
the Belleville City Council heard City 
Manager/Police Chief Robinson state more 
school resource officers were needed in the 
schools because of the number of students. 
He said he brought that up to the VBT 
supervisor and the school supt. He said the 
schools would like DARE programs for fifth 
graders, but Belleville has just nine officers 
and can’t do it. He said the neighboring 
communities have more officers. Mayor 
Pro-Tem Voigt said they probably need one 
full time at the high school and one each at 
McBride and Owen. 

“It’s in our backyard,” Mayor Kerreen 
Conley said of the high school. “But most 
are not ours.”

COVID-19 deaths 
creep up to 130 in 48111, 
positive tests total 8,962 


The total number of people who have died from 
COVID-19 in the 48111 zip code crept up to 130 
as of Monday, April 11, according to figures 
from the Wayne County Health Department. The 
COVID-19 death number in the tri-community 
had been at 128 since March 10 and then on April 
11 there was one more in Van Buren Township 
and one more in Sumpter Township. 

The positive tests for COVID-19 in 48111 
totaled 8,962 on Monday, April 11, up from 
8,931 on Monday, April 4. 

On Monday, April 11, the separate totals released 
by the Wayne County Health Department for the 
tri-community were: Van Buren Township, 6,125 
positive cases, 87 deaths; City of Belleville, 
1,035 positive cases, 13 deaths; and Sumpter 
Township 1,802 positive cases, 30 deaths. 

The Van Buren Public Schools had two positive 
tests recorded on April 4, one on April 5, none on 
April 6, two on April 7 and none on April 8. As 
of April 8 there has been a total of 561 positive 
cases since the beginning of the school year last 
August.

Four cats missing in Holiday West 
mobile home fire in Sumpter

One of the residents tried to rescue the 
four cats missing in a mobile home fire on 
April 6 but was unable to do so and got 
burned slightly in the effort. 

Sumpter Township Fire Chief Rick 
Brown said the residents of the Holiday 
West mobile home at 353 Utah Street — two 
adult females, two adult males, and a child 
-- got out of the home and there were no 
other injuries. 

The four cats are unaccounted for, Chief 
Brown said. 

A resident of the home called 911 at 9:03 
a.m. on April 6. Neighbors called as well

when they saw the flames. 

The mobile home was fully involved 
when firefighters arrived and mutual aid 
for a tanker and manpower was called for 
from Augusta Township. He said there are 
no fire hydrants in the mobile home park, 
so water had to be brought in. 

Chief Brown said it was a defensive fire. 
They couldn’t go inside and all they could 
do was use water from the outside. 

He said Detroit Edison had been working 
in the park on new mobile homes and the 
Edison crew immediately went to the fire 
and cut off the power before fire trucks 
arrived. 

One of the residents worked as a disc 


jockey and stored his amplifier and 
equipment down the bedroom hallway in 
a room with the door closed. The residents 
said they smelled smoke and went down 
the hall and opened the door and said the 
room was engulfed with flames. 

Chief Brown said there wasn’t anything 
suspicious about the fire. 

He said the residents had no insurance 
and so he called the Red Cross to offer 
them assistance.

Chief Brown said a broken bolt below 
the ground on a fire hydrant on Willis Road 
at the mobile home park entrance cut the 
pressure of the water down some during 
the fire-fighting, sending some of the water 
into the ground. It was marked off with 
yellow tape after the fire until it was fixed 
on Monday, April 11.

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City Council considers duty crew for fire department

There aren’t enough City of Belleville 
paid-per-call fire fighters during the 
daytime hours to answer the fire department 
calls in a timely manner, so the department 
came up with an idea to fix that. 

At Monday’s three-hour-and- 12-minute 
budget work shop the city council heard 
the proposal for a duty crew that would be 
on duty from 9 a.m. to 4 p.m. It would start 
with three days a week and increase to five, 
if possible. 

Fire Chief Brian Loranger said this would 
be a one-year pilot program to see how it 
works. 

Chief Loranger said this would be the best 
bet to solve the problem that was brought 
to the forefront by former Councilman 
Jesse Marcotte. 

He said people have their regular jobs 
during the daytime hours and it’s hard to 
find people to hire and then require them to 
get all the training required. 

“The best answer is a duty crew,” 
Loranger said. 
“Do we have the staff?” asked Mayor 


Kerreen Conley. 

Loranger said they would try to staff 
it with Belleville fire fighters first and if 
that wasn’t possible, they could offer the 
positions to Sumpter or Augusta township 
fire fighters who are fully trained. 

Fire Captain Christopher Zweng said their 
home departments would be responsible 
for their training. He said the duty crew 
wouldn’t be able to go over 32 hours and if 
they were on the crew during the daytime 
they couldn’t go out at night because they 
would have too many hours. 

Loranger said those working three days 
a week, at seven hours a day, would total 
21 hours. 

City Manager/Police Chief Dave Robinson 
said there were hard questions asked of the 
fire department after the Marcotte incident 
and they put in the research and came up 
with the duty crew. 

“Tt would be with added cost, but don’t 
our citizens deserve it? That when they call 
in the daylight hours, the fire department 
will be here?” said Chief Robinson, noting 
if the council has to raise the public safety 
millage to cover this, it can.

Loranger said during the day when he 
is at work, his biggest stress is, “Am I 
going to cover the medical [calls]?” He 
said when a call comes in, he checks his 
communications to see if someone is 
responding and if that person is trained 
enough to respond alone. “It’s my worst 
nightmare.” 

Captain Zweng said the fire fighters 
were at the fire hall the night before and 
a call came in and they responded within 
a minute. 

Mayor Conley asked if they needed four 
people, rather than two, for the duty crew, 
or maybe three because someone may need 
a vacation. 

Zweng said they would have to buy 
turnout gear for the fire fighters from out 
of the department. He said for medical 
runs, it’s just a T-shirt and pants. For a fire 
run they need expensive turnout gear and 
maybe that can be rented from Sumpter or 
Augusta until Belleville gets enough. 

Loranger said the duty crew would just 
not sit around the fire house, but there 
would be lots for them to do, including

It was moved by Trustee Miller and supported by Trustee Budd the 
following Ordinance be adopted to amend Sec. 74-26 of Article II 
(Sidewalks) of Chapter 74 (Streets, Sidewalks and Other Public 
Places) to read as follows: 


The Charter Township of Van Buren hereby ordains that 
Section 74-26 of the Township General Code of Ordinances 
be amended as follows: 


Sec. 74-26. - Maintenance of sidewalks and driveway approaches. 


(a) All sidewalks and driveway approaches between the lot line and 
the street curb, except crosswalks at intersections, shall be 
repaired and maintained by abutting property owners and shall 
comply with all requirements set forth in this article. 


(b) All sidewalks within the township shall be kept and maintained 
in good repair by the owner of the land adjacent to and abutting 
upon it. If any owner shall neglect to keep and maintain the 
sidewalk along the front, rear, or side of the land owned by him 
in good repair and safe for the use of the public, the owner shall 
be liable to the township for any damages recovered against the 
township sustained by any person by reason of such sidewalk 
being unsafe and out of repair.

(c) The township board may, by resolution, require the owners of 

lots or parcels to replace or repair sidewalks where the 
condition of the sidewalks necessitates replacement or repair 
for public health, safety and welfare. Prior to the adoption of a 
resolution requiring replacement or repair of sidewalks, notice 
shall be given to affected property owners and a hearing shall be 


conducted as provided in MCL 41.288a. 


(d) The department of public services, which may include 
the township engineer, shall inspect all sidewalks installed 
or maintained under the terms of this article. Any complaints 
regarding construction or maintenance of the sidewalks shall be 
inspected by the department within a reasonable time. 


(e) At the time of the inspection, the inspector shall conspicuously 
mark the flags of sidewalk needing replacement or repair, and 
the department shall provide notice to the property owner of 
the necessity of the replacement or repair and the date of the 
hearing before the township board. During the time period of 


the flags of sidewalk being marked by the inspector and the 
hearing before the township board, the property owner may 
replace or repair the sidewalks, but such replacement or repair 
shall be according to the construction standards established by 
this article and department policy.

The resolution by the township board finding the necessity of 
the replacement or repair shall provide: 

(1) A finding that the responsible property owners have been 
given notice of the hearing as required by MCL 41.288a; 

(2) A description of the flags or portions of sidewalk to be 
replaced or repaired; 

(3) A finding of the necessity of the replacement or repair of the 
sidewalk for public safety reasons; 


(4) An order directing the township to replace or repair the 
portions of sidewalk upon the property owner’s failure or 
neglect to replace or repair the sidewalk; and 

(5) An order directing the treasurer to assess the township’s 
costs for replacement or repair of the sidewalk against the 
property involved, payable up to an up to five-year period, 
unless repayment is exempted pursuant to department policy. 
(g) This section shall not apply to any sidewalk, walk, or ramp 
that is part of the Iron Belle Trail.

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sit around the station amusing themselves. 

Zweng said they could do health screening 
days and do other things beside sitting in 
the station, such as growing a vegetable 
garden on the north side of the station that 
gets the sun, and painting inside the station. 

Loranger said they could do snow 
removal at the station and cut the grass and 
blow the leaves. 

The fire department was directed to come 
up with an estimate on how much this 
would cost so the council could consider it 
before its annual vote on the public safety 
millage. 

The next budget session was set for 6 
p.m. Wednesday, June 1, after the numbers 
for property taxes are in. The April 13 
budget session was cancelled. 

On Monday, the council also discussed: 

e Raising refuse rates for residents to 
cover the raise in rates from Republic so 
the city breaks even. Also, they discussed 
raising the water rates to cover the new 
water rates coming from the provider; 

e Turning in two of the SMART buses 
because the city doesn’t need three. The 
operation of the buses is fully funded by 
the general fund because the previous city 
clerk didn’t fill out the SMART reports as 
required and the new clerk is starting over 
with that. Also, the CDBG funds used to 
be used for senior transportation, but now 
those funds are being used for other things; 

e Replacing the full-time police officer 
that resigned with a part-time officer 
who wants that position. This means the 
department will have to get a new, part- 
time police officer; and 

e Replacing police officer tasers because 
they are the kind officers are not allowed to 
carry and they are out of date. Because they 
are the wrong tasers, the current tasers were 
taken out of service by Chief Robinson. 
These tasers were ordered incorrectly by 
a previous police chief, he said. The basic 
new tasers cost $2,500 apiece and $1,000 
more if you add the available bells and 
whistles. Chief Robinson said they can get 
new ones for all nine officers or get four 
and check them out for shifts.
